off of a few more hundreds of millions. 

And how does it get “you and me?” Noth- 
ing easier. Every time you go to the butcher 
shop for a piece of rump steak or neck, it is 
right there in the bill. Every time you go out 
for a pair of shoes for the wife or a pint of 
milk for the baby, it is right there in the bill. 


Every time you purchase a pair of overalls 
to keep the Public Morals Firing Squad from 
running you in with a hurry-wagon for in- 


decent exposure of the person, it 4s right there 
in the bill. 

And all over the country, from Washington 
to San Francisco, are thousands of office rooms, 
occupied by hundreds of thousands of useless 
and lazy wallopers that ought to be out hoeing 
corn and planting potatoes, all drawing down 
salaries and reaching their hands into the 
$8,000,000,000 sack clear up to the elbows, 
and doing absolutely NOTHING to earn one 
single cent of it.
